he cull'd two or three Men of Senſe 
from amongſt them, with whom, 
after Play, he generally retir'd to a 
Public-houſe in the Neighbourhood, 
to conclude the Evening rationally 


and merrily. As ' Chriſtmas ap- 


proach'd, the Company were. obli- 
gated to viſit Tor, and he fairly 
offer d the Manager not only to 
accompany but to act with them, 
if they allowed him a proper Caſt, 
and gave a Benefit, to be appro- 
priated to whatſoever Uſe he ſhould 


They 
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They were glad of the Addition 
of a Man of the ſuppoſed Mr. 
Fohnſon's Judgment, immediately 


clos'd with his Offer; and in York? 


he appeared in many Charaters 
with indifferent Succeſs. Coming 
by chance acquainted with a Cler- 
gyman who was confined in Jail 
for Debt, and who was one of 
thoſe Servants of the Church, that 
are a Shame to its Heads; being 4 
Man of Abilities, Learning, and 
unblemiſh'd Morals, yet in Ex- 
tremity of Want, and quite unpro- 
vided for, he propos'd making a 
Preſent of his Benefit to him, who 
was very thankful for ſo ſignal a 
Piece of Friendſhip. The Requeſt 
was not only granted by the Com- 
pany, but generally approv'd of, 
as a very Praiſe-worthy Action; 

. but 
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but when they came to name the 
Day, one of the principal Perfor- 
mers diſputed it as his Right, 
affirming that no Interloper ſhould 
be admitted then, but that Mr, 
Johnſon might have it, were it for 
himſelf, otherwiſe not. This Op- 
poſition, as unjuſt as unexpected, gave 
him a Diſlike to the Society; beſides, 
the Profits of a Country Company of 
Players were ſo ſmall, that a Man 
who had always livd ſo well as 
he had done, cou'd not ſubſiſt on 
them; this induced him to ſet out 
for Ireland; where he offer d himſelf 
to the Manager of the Dublin 
Stage, as a Gentleman who in- 
tended to act for his Diverſion; 
without requiring any Sallery, hav- 


ing a Sufficiency to maintain him- 
ſelf. 


2 This 
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This was a propoſal which the 
Manager was far from rejecting; 
and he found Mr, Johnſon was not 
without his Abilities, for he him. 
ſelf was a very excellent Judge 
of Theatrical Matters. He firſt 
appear d in the Character of Or belle 
and was received with prodigious 
Applauſe; every Body allowing 
that he manifeſted a great deal of 
Skill; and as he had a handſom 
Perſon and a good Voice, a very 
little Time would make him an ex- 
cellent Actor. The Manager in vain 
preſs'd him to article with him, 
he conſtantly deny'd it, for he was} 
very ſenſible that Excellence, in 
any. Science, was only to be at- 
tain'd by Practice and Induſtry, and 
reſolv'd not to accept of any Terms 
upon a Stage, till he was able to 
21 1 make 
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make them as a n Per- 
former. 
He had been in Jreland 3 
Twelve-months, when he received 
an Account of the Death of his 
1 Wife, her Heart being broken by 
| Grief; and one Night that he was 
| taken - ſuddenly very ill, which 
prevented his performing the Part 
f of Caſhus in Julius Ceſar, News 
came of the Death of his Brother, 
y who dying without Heirs, the 
Eſtate deſcended to him, and it is 
n that which he now enjoys. It was 
„ an Accident extremely neceſſary 
1 juſt then, for he had broke in 
1 upon his laſt Fifty; and his Pride 
, muſt have bow'd to the Manager's 
d Propoſals. He did not divulge it, 
1 but privately ſent Word to the 
0 Theatre, that iis Caſt of Parts 
0 Vor. II. C might 
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might be diſpos' d of in favour of 
.other Performers, as he was reſolv'd 
never more to appear on the Stage. 
As nobody knew his Reaſons, for 
this Reſolution, and being a very 
uſeful Hand, the Prompter and 
Treaſurer were ſent to him with 
Offers of Seven Pounds per Week, 
which he not only rejected from 
them, but even from the Manager 
himſelf, who offer'd to increaſe it, 
if he thought it too little, without 
any other Argument in defence of 
his Refuſal, but barely Sic Yolo. 
In about three Weeks time, he re- 
cover'd from his Indiſpoſition, and 
having ſettled every thing for his 
Departure, he made a grand Enter- 
tainment for the Players at the Roſe 
in Caſtle-ſtrezt, and then embark'd 
on board the Pacquet for England. 
" As 
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As ſoon as he made his public 
Appearance in London, he adver- 
tis d for all his. Creditors to meet, 
and made over one ſixth of his 
Eſtate for the Payment- of his 
Debts, which did not return into 
his Hands till within theſe two 
Years. He now made a very 
handſom Figure, but aſſociated with 
very few People; The Court he 
avoided as a Soil eſtrang'd to Ho- 
nour, Sincerity, and Virtue; at 
leaſt he found it ſo. He made no 
Intimates at all, but had a,general 
Acquaintance among the middle 
Rank of People, who frequented 
Places of public Diverſion ; being 
a Man of an amorous Complexion, 
his principal Pleaſure was Love ; he 
took a Houſe in Ormond-ſtreef, 
furniſh'd it handſomly, and pre- 
| C2 ſented 
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ſented it, together with his Ch ariot, 


to one of the moſt celebrated Wo- 


men of the Town, but in two 
Years time her Extravagance wea- 
ry'd him out; and ſuſpecting too 
great an Intimacy between a Scorch 
Officer and her, he watch'd. them 
ſo cloſely, that he at length diſ- 
cover'd their Correſpondence went 
beyond that of the Lip, upon which 
he diſmiſs'd her entirely with a 
Purſe of one hundred Guineas, 


clear in her Pocket. 


Soon after he was arreſted for 
refuſing to pay ſeveral Debts, which 
ſhe had contracted in his Name, 
after leaving him ; he at firſt paid 
one or two of e but found it 
would be endleſs Work if he diſ- 
charg'd any more, ſo that he was 
forcd to rein in the Generoſity of 

his 
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his Spirit. And a Mercer to whom 
ſhe ow'd two hundred Pounds 
Sterling, which Spreghtly had re- 
fus d to pay, having arreſted her, 
ſhe gave in Bail, ſtood Trial for it, 
and produc'd Proof of her not be- 
ing at Age, conſequently her Plain- 
tiff was. caſt; and yet almoſt every 
body knew ſhe was paſt five and 
twenty. Her Cauſe had like, in- 
deed, to have miſcarry'd by the 
following unlucky Accident. 

An elderly Member of the Houſe 
of Commons, remarkable for plain- 
- neſs of Dreſs, as well as of Speech; 
was ſtopp'd in the Court-hall by 
her Attorney, who flipping five 
Guineas into his Hand, told him, - 
© now's your time, follow me.“ 
This Addreſs appear'd fomething 
odd to the old *Squire ; however,

did follow him, and was led into 
Court, where he had been ſcarcely 
more than five Minutes, before a

faw he had miſtaken the Member,

for ſubornation of Witneſs: How- 
ever this Accident which gave much 
Diverſion to the whole Court, did 
not prevent her obtaining a Verdict 
in her Favour, ſo very well had ſhe 
| * d the Deſign. 

Mr. Sprigbriy, whoſe Nature was 
ſuch, * he could not uſe a Wo- 
man ill, found a general Obſerva- 
tion true, that the Sex behave worſt 
to thoſe who uſe them beſt, 
and Vice Verſa, - reſoly'd to marry. 
As he did not like the Plan 
of Education, which ſeems at pre- 
ſent laid out for Girls, he deter- 
min'd to chooſe one, whoſe In-

One, proper for this Parpoſe, 
appear'd in the Perſon of a young 
Woman about fourteen, Daughter 
to- one of his Tenants, the Father 
of whom he ſent for, told him his 
Mind, and had conſent joyfully 
granted to eſpouſe the Girl, nor 
was the unwilling to accept the 
Propoſals ; ſhe was tall of her Age, 
of a large Make, but well pro- 
-portion'd, her Hair light brown,

for his own part, he ſeldom ſtood 
in need of the Comforts of a female 
Partner, going every Night to Bed 
ſo drunk and debilitated, that ſhe 
has been heard to declare, that 
during nine Months, in which ſhe 
liv'd with him, he only once endea- 
vour'd to employ her in her proper 
Profeſſion, and that was but a | faint 
Attempt. 

In the mean time, he FO her 
about, every day, to ſome of the 
neighbouring Villages, on Parties of 
Pleaſure ; for he kept a Coach and 
a Chariot; and always fat in the 
Box himſelf, being able to drive to 
an Inch; and it is well known, 
that while he ſweated on the Box, 
his Lady often labour'd as hard in 
the Coach, claſp'd in the Arms of « 
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56 MrMolRSs of the 

luſty Officer, or a fat Sea-captain. 
At length, having trick'd him out 
of a Settlement of two hundred 
Pounds a-year, ſhe elop'd 5 
him, and left him, like a Pig, to 
wallow, by himſelf, in his own 
Stye. 

His Inſolence and drunken Fro- 
licks, led him into a thouſand 
Scrapes; not a Day paſs d without 
his being indicted for putting out an 
Eye, breaking a Leg or an Arm, or 
ſome ſuch Feat, for which he was 
always ſure to pay very dear, as they 
were generally the loweſt kind of 
People with whom he conſorted. 
Nobody is ignorant of his having 
half-murder'd a Waiter, by broiling 
him alive; run another Man, who.
